Court Upholds Suicide Law 


Bush administration wrong in Ore. dispute, justices rule 


WAS H I N GTO N I The Supreme Court on Tuesday 
blocked the Bush administration’s attempt 
to punish doctors who help terminally ill 
patients die, protecting Oregon’s one-of-a- 
kind assisted- suicide law. 

It was the first loss for Chief Justice John 
Roberts, who joined the court’s most con- 
servative members — Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas — in a long but restrained 
dissent. 

The administration improperly tried to 
use a federal drug law to pursue Oregon doc- 


tors who prescribe lethal doses of prescrip- 
tion medicines, the court said in a rebuke 
to former Attorney General John Ashcroft, 
who in 2001 declared that Oregon doctors 
who helped people die would be violating the 
federal Controlled Substances Act. 

The 6-3 ruling could encourage other states 
to consider copying Oregon’s law, used to end 
the lives of more than 200 seriously ill people 
in that state. The decision, one of the biggest 
expected from the court this year, also could 
set the stage for Congress to attempt to out- 


law assisted suicide. 

“Congress did not 
have this far-reaching 
intent to alter the feder- 
al-state balance,” Justice 
Anthony M. Kennedy 
wrote for the majority — 
himself, retiring Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor and 
Justices John Paul Stevens, David Souter, 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and Stephen Breyer. 

With this decision Kennedy showed signs 
of becoming a more influential swing voter 
after O’Connor departs, gina Holland (a p)

Lawsuits daim Bush 
admimstration program 
violates Constitution 

N E w Y D R K I Two lawsuits were filed 
Tuesday in federal court that seek 
to end President Bush’s electronic 
eavesdropping program, saying it 
is illegal and exceeds his constitu- 
tional powers. 

The lawsuits — one filed in New 
York by the Center for Constitutional 
Rights and the other in Detroit by

The Center for Constitutional 
Rights is suing Bush, the head of 
the National Security Agency and 
the heads of the other major secu- 
rity agencies. 

The organization, which rep- 
resents hundreds of men held as 
enemy combatants at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, must now audit old com- 
munications to determine whether

The Detroit lawsuit, which 
names the National Security 
Agency and its director, said the 
program has impaired plaintiffs’ 
ability to gather information from 
sources abroad as they try to locate 
witnesses, represent clients, do 
research or engage in advocacy.

Spacecraft Launch Delayed 


High winds ground 
Pluto mission; NASA 
to try again Wednesday 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | High winds 
forced NASA to scrub the launch 
Tuesday of an unmanned space- 
craft on a nine -year, 3 -billion-mile 
voyage to Pluto, the solar system’s 
last unexplored planet. 

NASA planned to try again 
Wednesday to launch the New 
Horizons probe, although the fore- 
cast held a greater chance of thun- 
derstorms, clouds and gusty winds 
that could prevent a launch. 

On Tuesday, winds at the launch 
pad exceeded the space agency’s 38 
mph flight restriction. 


HAZARDOUS CARGO 

New Horizons mission directors 
say they’re guarding against risks: 

Dueto the plutonium on 

board, 16 mobile teams are to be 
present at launch to detect any 
possible radiation. Thirty-three air 
samplers and monitors were also 
broughtin. 

NASA estimatesthe chance 
of release of plutonium at 1 in 350. 


“The winds picked up sooner than 
expected,” said MIT scientist Richard 
Binzel, a mission investigator. 

The launch also drew attention 
from opponents of nuclear power 
because the spacecraft is powered 
by 24 pounds of plutonium, whose 


natural radioactive decay will gener- 
ate electricity for the probe’s instru- 
ments. 

Pluto is the brightest body in a 
zone of the solar system known as the 
Kuiper Belt, made up of thousands of 
icy, roclw objects, including tiny plan- 
ets whose development was stunted 
by unknown causes. Scientists believe 
studying those “planetary embryos” 
can help them understand how plan- 
ets were formed. 

“Something, and we don’t under- 
stand what . . . stopped that process 
of growth and left us with this fan- 
tastic relic, this forensic evidence of 
planets that were arrested in the mid- 
stage of growth,” said Alan Stern, 
the mission’s principal investigator.

Massive plume of ash 
follows latest eruption 
in Kenai peninsula 

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA I A volca- 
no on an uninhabited island off 
Alaska erupted again Tuesday morn- 
ing, sending an ash plume 834 miles 
into the air, officials at the Alaska 
Volcano Observatory said. 

Because winds are moving in dif- 
ferent directions at different eleva- 
tions around the Augustine Volcano, 
an ash fall advisory was issued for 
communities along the southwest 
portion of the Kenai Peninsula and 
east of the volcano, in the Kamishak 
and Iliamnabays. 

The eruption lasted for five min- 
utes, and started just before 8 a.m. 

Six eruptions were recorded on 
Friday and early Saturday from the 
4,134 -foot volcano before it was 
downgraded Sunday after a 30- 
hour period without eruptions. 

Most of last week’s eruptions 
reached 30,000 feet, or about 534 
miles. However, a pilot reported one 
plume at the 10 -mile level.

Tuesday’s eruption was preceded 
by increased seismic activity at the 
volcano, located on an uninhabited 
island about 180 miles southwest of 
Anchorage. That prompted obser- 
vatory officials to raise the volca- 
no’s threat level to red, meaning 
an eruption was imminent. 


Last week’s blasts sent plumes 
of ash drifting northeast across 
Cook Inlet into several Kenai 
Peninsula communities, where a 
fine layer of ash fell. 

The most recent explosion 
occurred just after midnight on 
Saturday, (ap)

Kidnappers: Release 
female Iraqi prisoners 
or reporter will die 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Hostage American 
reporter Jill Carroll appeared in a 
silent 20-second video aired 
Tuesday by Al -Jazeera television, 
which said her abductors gave the 
U.S. 72 hours to free female prison- 
ers in Iraq or she would be killed. 

The tape showed the 28 -year-old 
freelance reporter for the Christian 
Science Monitor sitting in front of 
a white background and speaking, 
but her voice could not be heard. 

Al- Jazeera would not tell The 
Associated Press how it received 
the tape, but the station issued its 
own statement calling for Carroll’s 
release. An Al-Jazeera producer 
said no militant group’s name was 
attached to the message. 

However, a still photograph of 
Carroll from the videotape that 
later appeared on the Al-Jazeera 
Web site carried a logo in the bot- 
tom right corner that read “The 


Revenge Brigade.” 

Carroll was kidnapped Jan. 7 in 
one of Baghdad’s most dangerous 
neighborhoods. Gunmen ambushed 
her car and killed her translator 
shortly after she left the offices of 
a Sunni Arab politician, who failed 
to show up for the interview. 

Her abduction occurred as Sunni 
Arab politicians were discussing 


their possible participation in a 
coalition government, which the 
U.S. hopes will help defuse the 
Sunni-led insurgency.

Behl, a VCU freshman, was last 
seen Labor Day. Her body was found 
about 70 miles east of the down- 
town campus.

SEC Calls for Pay Details 


Regulators back plan 
for more disclosure on 
top execs’ salary, perks 

WASHINGTON | Regulators moved 
Tuesday to require U.S. compa- 
nies to provide far greater detail 
about executives’ pay and perks 
in an effort to bring more open- 
ness to an area that has provoked 
investor anger.

D.C. United Sale Collapses 


Despite losing rights 
to team, firm plans 
to help build stadium 

U N I T E D I Six months after announc- 
ing its operating rights had been 
sold for an MLS -record amount, 
D.C. United is going back on the 
market. 

Global Development Partners, 
a real estate firm founded by 
Northern Virginia executives Willi 
Lauterbach and Timothy Kissler, 
has withdrawn from an agree- 
ment that had been trumpeted as 
the most lucrative in league histo- 


ry, an estimated $26 million, team 
officials said Tuesday. 

Anschutz Entertainment Group 
(AEG), which has operated United 
since 2001, will continue to run the 
club until a new buyer is found. 

“It was a mutual decision,” 
United President Kevin Payne 
said. “There were concerns on 
both sides that this probably was 
not ultimately going to be the right 
fit for anybody.” 

Global officials did not respond 
to interview requests, but the firm 
issued a statement yesterday after- 
noon: “While we feel that D.C 
United represents an exciting 


investment opportunity, Global 
Development Partners EEC and 
AEG have amicably agreed to ter- 
minate the sales contract for the 
team. We look forward to continued 
dialogue with D.C. United, and with 
the neighborhoods of Ward 8, to 
serve the city’s goal of a revitalized 
community east of the river.” 

Despite losing interest in United’s 
rights, Global apparently plans to 
continue pursuing apartnership with 
the team and the city on a mixed-use 
development project at Poplar Point 
in Anacostia that would include a 
27 , 000 -seat soccer stadium.

Porsche fans obsessed with the lower weight and agility of rear-engine cars will 
despise the Cayman S, butthose without bias will enjoythe mid-engine handling. 


The Cayman S wisely 
gets over the trend of 
engines in the rear 

Let’s be clear. The rear of the car is 
no place for an engine. 

There are a few Porsche fans now 
snapping off their rubber gloves and 
leaping to their keyboards to fire off 
a strongly worded dissent — “Ginger! 
Reschedule Mr. Thomas’ 9 a.m. root 
canal! ” But the fact is the rear-engine 
configuration — the hallowed archi- 
tecture of other Porsche models — 
has been rendered finally, utterly, 
typewriter-ribbon obsolete. 

After spending a week in the mid- 
engine Porsche Cayman S, you’ll be 
flummoxed as to why anyone would 
spend extra for a rear- engine vehi- 
cle, when the exotically fastbacked 
Cayman S is nearly as quick in a 
straight line and immeasurably 
more fun in a crooked one. 

Civilians may wonder what dif- 
ference the placement of the engine 
makes. Let me explain. 

It has to do with an automobile’s

center of mass and the effects of 
acceleration. When cars accelerate 
— as you might charging out of a 
corner — the weight of the vehicle 
transfers rearward, and, in rear- 
wheel- drive cars, this increases 
traction. This is critical, because 
it really doesn’t matter how much 
horsepower you have, it’s how much 
you can put to the ground. 

Unlike front- engine sports cars 


— which struggle to transfer weight 
to the rear wheels and inevitably 
require a compromise in suspension 
setup, allowing the car to “squat” a 
little — a rear- engine Porsche has 
its center of mass conveniently situ- 
ated over the rear wheels. Because 
the car is more mechanically effi- 
cient, the engine can be made small- 
er and lighter, which reduces over- 
all weight. Less weight means the 
car changes direction more quickly 

— less momentum to overcome in 
any direction. Lighter weight also 
means less wear on other parts, such 
as tires, brakes, clutches. A positive 
spiral of causation. 

And yet, for all of these advan- 
tages, rear- engine placement is not 
optimum. The reason: handling. For 
decades, rear- engined cars handled 
awkwardly, like a rubber mallet, 
weighted heavily on the extreme 
end. This imbalance made them 
tricky to control at the limit and, 
occasionally, downright spiritual. 

The Cayman S, however, puts on 
a clinic in mid- engine dynamics.

My front brake pad and rotors 
were replaced twice last year, yet, 
when I press my brakes, there’s 
grinding and my steering wheel 
vibrates. What’s the mechanic miss- 
ing? 

Full knowledge of how to do a 
modern brake job. The shudder in 
the steering wheel usually means 
the brake rotors are warped, and 
that can happen immediately if the 
wheel lug nuts are not torqued using 
a torque wrench. The noise can be 
the result of many things. 

When starting the car. I’ll turn 
the key but there’s no cranking of 
the engine. If I persist, the engine 
jumps to life. Help! 

Check battery condition and 
cable connection condition. If the 
battery passes, and voltage drop on 
all cables and connections is abso- 
lutely zero, test the starter.

‘Web-snackers’ are 
finding talent in bites 
of short Internet films 

HIGH TECH I It’s a series that’s seen 
regularly by about 25 million people 
and whose main character can be 
childish and self-absorbed, yet near- 
ly always amusing. He’s the star of 
“The Angry Kid,” a tiny terror from 
Britain whose temper tantrums in 
more than 50 minute -long shorts 
have made him something of a cult 
figure on the Internet. 

The technology is serving as a 
desktop theater for short films that 
run the gamut from Oscar winners 
to movie trailers. 

“Extremely short content works 
well in the world of Web -snacking, 
where people are looking for short 
bursts of entertaining content,” 
said Scott Roesch, vice president 
and general manager of Atom Films, 
whose Web site carries the “Angry 
Kid” series. 

As interest in short films contin- 
ues to mushroom among Web surf- 
ers, so does the problem of trying 
to weed out the hidden treasures 
from the dross. 

Here’s a short take on the best 
free or modestly priced starting 
points to search for innovative 
mini movies: 


ALLDAYBREAKFAST.CA: This site gets 
its juice from comedy and a taste 
for the absurd. Sample a few items 
from the Breakfast menu, such as 
“Tchotckes!” and “The Secret of 
Zombie Mountain.” 


ATOMFILMS.COM: A giant among 
shorts venues. Atom Films special- 
izes in two- to five -minute films, 
though slightly longer offerings also 
share the spotlight. Recognizable 
faces also pop up in a number of 


Atom’s films, including Steve Carell 
and “Prison Break” star Wentworth 
Miller. 

BR0WNFISH.COM: Brownfish also 
leans toward offbeat humor in odd- 
ities such as “The Christmas That 
Almost Wasn’t,” in which Santa 
cancels Christmas after learning 
the awful truth about children 
and “Magnetic Love Story,” which 
brings new meaning to the phrase 
“physical attraction.” 

PIXAR.COM: You won’t find a more 
family-friendly site than Pixar, 
and while its selection of short 
films is, well, short, what’s there 
is first-rate, including the charm- 
ing “For the Birds” and the classic 
“Luxo Jr.” 

P0CKETM0VIES.NET: Marrying the 
Internet with the world of porta- 
ble video, this site offers short films 
that you can also download to your 
Pocket PC or Palm. Mixed in among 
the many movie trailers and teas- 
ers are worthwhile shorts including 
“The Piano” and “Le Building.” 

WWW.REELMIND.COM: A good site 
for thought-provoking fare such 
as “Sprawl,” which looks at how 
urban development is affecting

A literary ado over a partly fictional memoir 


CATEGORIES I First, there was fic- 
tion and there was nonfiction. Then, 
with the publication of Mary Karr’s 
memoir “The Liars’ Club” and Frank 
McCourt’s “Angela’s Ashes,” nonfic- 
tion burst at the seams. 

So began the division of nonfic- 
tion into memoir, creative nonfiction 
and personal essay. Now, with the 
controversy over James Frey’s book 
about addiction and rehabilitation, 
“A Million Little Pieces,” the issue 
has raised questions about a new 
category — the recovery memoir. 

More than 3 34 million copies of 


“A Million Little Pieces” have been 
sold since 2003, many after Oprah 
Winfrey chose it for her book club. 
Yet since Jan. 6, when thesmoking 
gun.com posted “The Man Who 
Conned Oprah” — alleging factu- 
al errors in Frey’s depiction of his 
criminal record and his role in the 
deaths of two girls — the memoir 
has become suspect. 

“If it were my choice,” Frey said 
in April 2003, “A Million Little 
Pieces’ would be listed as litera- 
ture. It doesn’t really matter, though. 
What matters is how many people

read it and how it affects them.” 

Bill Bastone, editor ofthesmoking 
gun.com, feels that since “A Million 
Little Pieces” is being sold as nonfic- 
tion, Frey is “dishonest and unethi- 
cal.” He said he is surprised by the 
tight-lipped response of the author, 
his agent and his publishers. 

Which raises a question: Is apub- 
lisher accountable? It’s publishers 
who make the labels, after all, and 
these days, memoirs sell. But a new 
breed of book — part memoir, part 
nonfiction — seems to be evolving, 
or so some critics say. 

There are dissenters, such as 
Samuel Freedman, professor of jour- 
nalism at Columbia University: “The 
memoir should mean nonfiction . . . 
Memoir has become in publishing 
circles widely accepted as a synonym 
for Make it up if you want to, we 
don’t care as long as it sells.’” susan

Hawaii’s farmers split 
over increased role of 
genetic engineering 

Genetic engineering saved Ken 
Kamiya’s papaya farm on the north 
shore of Oahu, Hawaii, and it may 
yet rescue the orchid from the grips 
of a nasty flower-killing virus. 

But in Kona, Hawaii, Una 
Greenaway lives in dread that bio- 
technology will ruin her organic cof- 
fee plantation. Pineapple industry 
officials have made it clear they 


want nothing to do with genetic 
engineering. 

So it goes in the Aloha State, 
where genetic engineering has 
riven a state just now awakening 
to the fact that its balmy and remote 
location has — for better and worse 
— long served as the world’s largest 
outdoor biotechnology lab. 

Since scientists first planted 
the spectacular commercial flop 
that was the Flavr Savr tomato on 
a small plot here in 1988, federal 
regulators have approved more than 
10,600 applications to grow experi- 
mental biotech crops on 49,300 sep- 
arate fields throughout the United 
States. More of these are in Hawaii 
than any other state. 
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Through the powers of bio- 
technology, low-nicotine tobacco, 
disease-resistant cotton and soy 
immune to weed killer are grown 
here. Hawaii’s genetically engineered 
corn projects outnumber even those 
grown in Iowa and Illinois. 

Biotechnology companies say the 
weather affords them a year-round 
growing season, while anti-industry 
activists say the five-hour plane ride 


from California gives the “gene jock- 
eys” remoteness from prying eyes. 

Kamiya has grown papayas, 
Hawaii’s best-selling fruit behind 
pineapple, since 1969. He lived 
through three crop-killing epidemics 
and the vagaries of farming, but by 
the early 1990s his farm, along with 
the entire Hawaiian papaya industry, 
was finally on the brink of destruc- 
tion because of a cureless virus. 


Then Dennis Gonsalves of 
Cornell University developed the 
clever idea to genetically splice a 
harmless piece of the virus into 
papaya trees — essentially vacci- 
nating them. 

The gambit worked, and today, 
the virus is a mere nuisance for the 
$16 million industry — even for the 
50 percent of papayas grown conven- 
tionally and without virus protection 
in Hawaii. That’s because the virus 
has fewer places to roost now. 

“Gonsalves saved our butts,” 
Kamiya said. 

Kamiya recently went to 
Honolulu to help defeat a proposed 
measure from qualifying for the bal- 
lot that would have banned genetic 
engineering on Oahu. 

But that’s precisely what 
Hawaiian organic coffee growers 
such as Greenaway want. They’re 
shocked Hawaii has become biotech- 
nology’s chief laboratory and are con- 
cerned about their economic future. 

Greenaway worries biotechnol- 
ogy in Hawaii will lead consumers 
to fear Kona coffee is tainted by it. 
Researchers there are attempting 
to genetically engineer coffee plants 
to grow decaffeinated beans, which 
don’t occur naturally. 

“Genetic engineered coffee would 
be an economic disaster in Kona,” 
Greenaway said, paul elias (ap)

College students mix 
online courses with 
traditional classes 

Andy Steele lives just a few blocks 
from the campus of Black Hills State 
University in Spearfish, S.D., so 
commuting to class isn’t the prob- 
lem. But he doesn’t like lectures 
much, isn’t a morning person, and 
wants time during the day to restore 
motorcycles. 

So Steele, a full-time senior busi- 
ness major, has been taking as many 
classes as he can from the state sys- 
tem’s online offerings. He gets bet- 
ter grades and learns more, he said, 
and insists he isn’t missing out on 
the college experience. 

“I still know a lot of people from 
my first two years living on cam-

pus, and I still meet a lot of peo- 
ple,” he said. But now, he sets his 
own schedule. 

At least 2.3 million people took 
some kind of online course in 2004, 
according to a survey by The Sloan 
Consortium, an online education 
group, and two -thirds of colleges 
with “face-to-face” courses also offer 
online ones. But what were once two 
distinct types of classes are more and 
more alike — and dipping into the 
same pool of students. 

At some schools, online courses 

— originally intended for nontra- 
ditional students far from campus 

— have proved surprisingly popular 


with on- campus students. A recent 
study by South Dakota’s Board of 
Regents found 42 percent of the stu- 
dents enrolled in its distance- educa- 
tion courses weren’t so distant: they 


were located on the campus that was 
hosting the online course. 

Numbers vary depending on the 
policies of particular colleges, but 
other schools also have students 




mixing and matching online and 
“face-to-face” credits. Motives range 
from lifestyle to accommodating a 
job schedule to getting into high- 
demand courses. 

Washington State had about 325 
on- campus undergraduates taking 
one or more distance courses last 
year. As many as 9,000 students 
took both distance and in-person 
classes at Arizona State last year. 

“Business is really about provid- 
ing options to their customers, and 
that’s really what we want to do,” 
said Sheila Aaker, extended services 
coordinator at Black Hills State. 

Still, the trend poses something 
of a dilemma for universities. 

They are reluctant to fill slots 
intended for distance students with 
on-campus ones who are just too 
lazy to get up for class. On the other 
hand, if they insist the online cours- 
es are just as good, it’s hard to tell 
students they can’t take them. 

ASU’s director of distance learn- 
ing Marc Van Horne said schools 
should do what they can to help stu- 
dents graduate on time, including 
let them take online courses. 

“Is that a worthwhile goal for us 
to pursue? I’d say ‘absolutely,’” he 
said.

A wealth of language 
programs make 
learning mas facil 

iUstedes hahlan espanol? If you 
don’t speak Spanish, you may 
soon feel left behind. One of the 
fastest- growing ethnic groups in 
the U.S., Hispanics currently make 
up 15 percent of the population. In 
Maryland, Virginia and D.C., there 


are about 7 million people who pri- 
marily speak Spanish at home, 
and in some neighborhoods, such 
as the District’s Mount Pleasant 
and some areas of Northern 
Virginia and Montgomery 
County, the language is almost, 
well, necesito. 

With so much Hispanic culture 
around, it’s no wonder that many 
people are eager to get past por 
favor and gracias. Fortunately, 


there are plenty of classes in the 
area to help. 

Betsy Sanford first started learn- 
ing Spanish to prepare for a fam- 
ily trip to Spain. That was back in 
2001, and she’s been taking classes 
ever since, first with Montgomery 
County Adult Education and 
now with Montgomery County 
Community College. “I realize 
that I don’t have fluency, yet,” she 
said, “but I understand more and

Sanford has found Spanish to 
be particularly helpful in her work 
as a math specialist at an elemen- 
tary school in Fairfax County. She 
now will try to explain concepts 
in Spanish to Hispanic students 
and can better relate to students 
who hesitate to participate in class 
because they’re embarrassed about 
their English skills. 

People interested in taking a 
Spanish class may want to think 
about how they learn best. Do you 
prefer a traditional classroom with 
other students? Or individualized 
tutoring? 

For those who want a little more 
personalized instruction, Spanish 
Black Belt, started three -and- a- 
half years ago by Nicolas Canales, 
sets people up with tutors for one- 
on-one or small-group sessions. 
Students get to pick their class 
schedules (up to 16 hours a week) 
and classrooms (home, office, cafe). 
Canales said his students “want to 
practice and interact in a very 
informal, social, and fun environ- 
ment,” said Canales. Spanish Black 
Belt also has one of the coolest ways 
to designate fluency levels: Using 
the terminology of karate, stu- 
dents work up from white belt to 
black belt. 

There are many options for those 
who want to sign up for more tra- 
ditional classes. The University 
of Maryland University College, 
Northern Virginia Community 
College and other area schools 
offer classes ranging from begin- 
ner Spanish to advanced speak- 
ing and literature courses. Many 
of the classes are at night and geared 
toward working adults. Students 
often choose between credit and 


non-credit courses; non-credit 
courses are usually shorter and 
less intense. 

At NVCC, courses are designed 
for various types of professionals. 
There’s a Spanish class for health- 
care workers, one for law enforce- 
ment and another for those involved 
in business. There’s even a class, 
“Spanish for Heritage Speakers,”

for students who picked up some 
Spanish from their parents or 
grandparents but want to learn 
more. 

“They have the language they 
speak at home, which may be 
related to clothes and food, but it 
is not an academic language,” said 
Carmen Figueroa, who teaches the 
class. “They knowhow to speak and 
listen but not how to read and write, 
and their vocabulary is limited.” 

Like many schools, the Graduate 
School, USDA offers several types 
of introductory Spanish courses 
including traditional Spanish I 
and Conversational Spanish. The 
conversational class, with its focus 
on speaking and listening, is “for the 
student who learns through the ear,” 
said Klaus Luthardt, who manages 


the foreign-language program for 
the Graduate School. “The intro- 
ductory, that’s for the student who 
learns more through the eye and 
through the concepts,” he said. 

Instructor Elena Tscherny says 
that she empahsizes culture as 
well as langauge in her classes at 
the Graduate School, USDA. In 
addition to listening to Spanish 
radio programs and being taught 
almost exclusively in the language, 
students also read a Spanish play. 
Near the end of the session, the class 
goes out together for a Hispanic din- 
ner and then watches the play per- 
formed live. 

Many students are motivated by 
the increasing presence of Spanish 
in their lives — either through work, 
friends or dating someone who is 
Hispanic. For many professionals 
who are used to being experts in 
their fields, starting from square 
one can be frustrating. Words roll 
awkwardly off the tongue, and basic 
vocabulary requires rote memori- 
zation. Tscherny, who emigrated 
here from Peru in 1974? remembers 
seeing it from the flip side. “When 
learning English, I was trying to 
rationalize why ‘Kansas’ is pro- 
nounced Kansas, and Arkansas is 
not pronounced like Kansas.” 

To be sure, it can take time 
to become proficient in a foreign 
language. While Congresswoman 
Jan Schakowsky D-Ill., has taken 
Spanish classes for the past five 
years, she only recently worked 
up the nerve to give a speech in 
Spanish. “I wanted to try, and the 
audience appreciated it,” she said. 
Next, she’s going to try to give a full 
interview in the language. Good 
luck, or should we say, Buenos 
suerte. betsy querna

To serve, protect and 
launch a new career 
in homeland security 

Sondra Mendelson didn’t enjoy 
practicing telecommunications 
law. The job didn’t mean much to 
her, and she’d spend her days won- 
dering if her work was contributing 


to society. But it was the terrorist 
attacks on September 11, 2001, 
that finally convinced her that she 
needed to change her career, and 
she enrolled in an online certificate 
program in disaster management 
from the University of Richmond, 
hoping to find a job that would 
make a difference. 

Mendelson, 31, enjoyed the 


classes so much that as soon as 
she graduated, she enrolled in a 
master’s program in crisis man- 
agement at George Washington 
University. 

“I wanted to make a change to 
my career that could actually help 
people and have a real impact,” said 
Mendelson, who is now a strategic 
planning policy researcher at the 
Homeland Security Institute, a 
federally-funded think tank based 
in Arlington. 

Once the domain of former cops 
and retired firefighters, home- 
land security is becoming one of 
the nation’s hottest careers. The 
Department of Labor recently list- 
ed emergency management as one 
of the fastest-growing occupations, 
and universities are racing to start 
new programs. 

“The demand for graduates is 
the result of a need at the local, 
state and federal levels, not to 
mention the private sector,” said 
Todd Stewart, director of the 
National Academic Consortium 
for Homeland Security, an asso- 
ciation of 320 schools with secu- 
rity programs based in Columbus, 
Ohio. “They are all struggling to

Before the World Trade Center 
fell, homeland security was not rec- 
ognized as a discipline — academic 
or otherwise. Now, the term is used 
to describe the various efforts to 
prevent and respond to acts of ter- 
rorism and natural disasters. 

“Homeland security and emer- 
gency management is a lot like the 
held of computer science was in the 
1960s, which was just a collection 
of ideas,” said Garth MacKenzie, an 
adjunct professor at the University 
of Maryland, University College’s 
Security Studies Laboratory. 

Many local schools are at the 
forefront of the effort to develop 
the field. Drawing on well-con- 
nected faculty, area schools such 
as Johns Hopkins University, 
George Washington University 
and Northern Virginia Community 
College have started one-year cer- 
tificate and two-year master’s pro-

grams that train students in spe- 
cific areas of homeland security 
such as information technology, 
public health and disaster man- 
agement. 

But applicants should do 
their research. Not all schools 
have a fully developed homeland 
security curriculum; some have 
just repackaged criminal jus- 
tice and public health courses. 

“Until there is a standardized 
curriculum, there is a danger that 
you’ll find people with degrees 
from ‘Al’s Homeland Security 
and Screen Door Company’ 
that don’t mean anything,” said 
Stewart. For now, Stewart and 
others recommend that students 
only attend reputable, accredit- 
ed schools. And if an applicant is 
interested in a specific homeland 
security field like cyber- security, 
they should make that the uni-

working in that area. 

As schools start degree and 
certificate programs, homeland 
security is also developing into its 
own job track. “The idea behind 
all these programs, ours included, 
is to create a new [professional] 
model of emergency management,” 
said George Haddow, an adjunct 
professor at GWU. “You can’t just 
simply appoint former police and 
firemen to direct emergency man- 
agement anymore, the job is too 
complicated.” 

Over the next decade, the 
demand for professionals with 
emergency management and home- 
land security training is expected 
to soar. Observers believe that the

Department of Homeland Security 
will soon become the government’s 
largest civilian agency, and over the 
next few years, the agency says that 
it plans to hire hundreds of people, 
from terrorism analysts to border 
control agents. 

Cyber- security specialists are 
particularly sought-after: A recent 
study found that 7,000 new grads 
are needed each year to help meet 
the state’s growing Internet secu- 
rity needs. The median salary for 
an information- security profes- 
sional is around $80,000. 

For students, juggling different 
disciplines and learning to coordi- 
nate between agencies and juris- 
dictions is often the name of the 
emergency-management game. 
At UMUC, students participate 
in computer-based disaster sim- 
ulations in which they are put in 
charge of a small fictional village 
called San Luis Rey. 

The program then simulates 
a dirty bomb attack or a natural 
disaster, which the students must 
try to prevent. If they are unsuc- 
cessful in stopping the calam- 
ity, students must deal with the 
political consequences — scalding 
memos from the mayor — as well 
as the humanitarian fallout. 

As a public information officer 
for Fairfax County, Greg Licamele 
often participates in disaster sim- 
ulations run by local county offi- 
cials. Licamele, whose lifelong 
fascination with natural disas- 
ters usually keeps him glued to 
the Weather Channel during a 
hurricane, decided that he need- 
ed to learn more about the field 
of emergency management and 
enrolled in the GWU certificate 
program in homeland security 
last spring. 

“If I was going to be dealing with 
emergencies in my day job, I knew 
I would need a background that 
shows I understand the full [range] 
of issues involved,” said Licamele, 
28, who will take a class this spring 
on public health issues like flu pan- 
demics and health risks in the wake 
of natural disasters. 

Taking classes while work- 
ing full-time comes at a cost to 
his social life, Licamele said, but 
he hopes the investment will pay 
off. “The threats that we are fac- 
ing from natural disasters and ter- 
rorists are not going to go away 
and there is a need for qualified 
people to deal with them,” he said. 

ALEX KINGSBURY 
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Lights are all green 
for a career as an 
auto mechanic 

Steve Louden, owner of 29 -year- 
old ouden Motorcar Services in 
Dallas, sees a common thread 
among the mechanics and tech- 
nicians he’s trained: “They have a 
mechanical aptitude and a knack 
for how things work.” Also, the good 
ones share a natural curiosity. They 
want to learn. “Growing up,” Louden 
said, “these people took apart their 
alarm clocks, bikes and later their 
dad’s cars.” 

Louden, who holds a busi- 
ness degree from Florida State 
University, is a master certified 
technician who functions on the 
job more as a “coach than a doer.” 
His shop, with its four techs (nine 
employees total), specializes in 
Mercedes, BMW, Porsche and 
Volvo models. The main ingredient 
for success, he said, is street smarts 
and a no-fear attitude toward com- 
puters. That and protecting your 
reputation. In the latter regard, he 
worries that the industry’s image 
suffers because only a few states 
require licensing. 

“You can’t cut hair or do a mani- 
cure without being tested, but you 
can buy a few hundred dollars’ 
worth of tools and put comput- 
er-controlled brakes on a car and 
send these cars back out on the 
road driving 60 miles per hour,” 
he said. “Nobody ever died from a 
bad haircut.” 

But the industry does have a cer- 
tification process, and it portends 
a rosy future for auto technicians, 
said Tony Molla, vice president of 
communications for the National 
Institute for Automotive Service 
Excellence, the automotive repair 
industry’s certification agency. “An 
ASE- certified automotive techni- 
cian offers the opportunity for good 
earnings and secure job growth. You 
can’t offshore an oil change,” Molla 
said. “And the job is portable; tech- 
nicians are needed in all parts of 
the country. Most careers can’t 
match that.” 


The best path to finding work, 
Molla said, is via an ASE -certi- 
fied automotive technology pro- 
gram offered though the National 
Automotive Technicians Education 
Foundation (www.natef.org). 
Graduates of these programs in sec- 
ondary and postsecondary institu- 
tions are in the highest demand, he 
said. Indeed, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reports that ASE certi- 


fication has become a standard 
credential for automotive service 
technicians. 

Certification is available in eight 
service areas, such as electrical sys- 
tems, engine repair, brake systems, 
suspension and steering and heat- 
ing and air conditioning. For cer- 
tification in each area, techni- 
cians must have at least two years 
of experience and pass a written 


exam. Completion of an automotive 
training program in high school, 
vocational or trade school or a com- 
munity college may substitute for 
one year of experience. In some 
cases, graduates of ASE -certified 
programs achieve certification in 
up to three specialties. 

Several avenues exist to enter 
the auto repair industry. NATEF’s 
Trish Serratore suggests investigat- 


ing the auto tech classes at a com- 
munity college. For-profit schools 
such as Lincoln Tech and Universal 
Technical Institute might be more 
expensive. 

“You should look at every- 
thing,” she said. Gaining expe- 
rience working in a shop can be 
a challenge for someone new to 
the industry, Serratore said, but

“There is job shadowing, where you 
are not paid but watch; internships 
where you work and are not paid; 
and co-ops, where you do the work 
and receive a little payment. Most 
auto technology programs have 
something like that,” she said. 
“Sometimes, community college 
classes affiliated with manufacturer 
dealers and generic programs might 
send their students to a franchise or 
an independent repair shop.” 

Curt Jenkins, director for the 
automotive technology program 
at Eastfield College in Mesquite, 
Texas, added that such real-world 
shop experience while in school 
magnifies the learning for those 
seeking their associate’s degree 
of applied science in automotive 
technology. “If they’re applying the 
knowledge, the teaching sticks a bit 
better,” he said. 

Cost for a community college’s 
tuition and books can hit $4,500 
for a two-year degree. Add $2,500 
for a starter set of tools. “We work 
hard to place students,” Jenkins 
said. “Most go to work before they 
get their degree. The degree makes 
the student more attractive to the 
prospective employer. It says that 
the student can take a long-term 
project and finish, and that speaks 
to character.” Also, a degree plac- 
es the student in the network of 


employers who call the college 
looking for prospects. 

There are many options for a 
newly-minted mechanic, said Angie 
Wilson, vice president of communi- 
cations at the Automotive Service 
Association (www.asashop.org). 
The ASA represents 12,000 inde- 
pendent service and repair business- 
es. “If the person likes variety, one 
of the 81,533 independent general 
repair shops might be preferable,” 
she said. If not, one of the coun- 
try’s 22,000 dealerships could be 
the right fit. 

According to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, the median 
hourly wage of automotive ser- 
vice technicians and mechanics, 
including commission, was $14.71 
in 2002. Most entry-level techni- 
cians will earn between $22,000 
and $26,000 per year, according 
to ASE’s Molla. Some experienced 
and highly qualified technicians can 
earn in excess of $100,000 per year. 
Most technicians, he said, average 
$45,000-$65,000. 

“Given the importance of the 
individual vehicle to our transpor- 
tation system in the U.S., the future 
is bright,” Molla said. And he added 
that as vehicle technology advanc- 
es, technicians must continuously 
upgrade their skills. “Auto techni- 
cians never really stop training.”

The career outlook 
for orthodontics is 
clear: Open wide. 

Mom, counselor, architect and 
construction \vorker. “There are 
so many hats to \vear here in the 
office,” said Elizabeth Shemberger, 
an orthodontic assistant for Dr. C. 
Moody Alexander in Dallas and 
his son. Dr. J. Clifton Alexander. 
“Sometimes you have a patient \vho 
is not cooperating. We ask, Vhat’s 
going on? ’ That will lead the patient 
into talking to us about personal 
life issues,” said Shemberger, 36, 
who will take on a counselor’s role. 
“Before you know it, you’ve built 
a personal relationship with that 
patient and vice versa.” 

Because a smile is always the 
goal of her work, she also becomes 
both an architect and a construc- 
tion worker. “Making straight teeth 
is like a work of art — creating the 
plan, working the plan and seeing 


the results,” she explained. 

The demand for orthodontic 
assistants has been booming as 
more and more adults and children 
get braces. “The total universe of 
patients has nearly doubled since 
1982, as compared to estimates 
of the numbers of patients in the 
year 2000,” said Pam Paladin, 
spokeswoman for the American 
Association of Orthodontists in 
St. Louis. “We are surveying our 
members now to update these num- 
bers. There was growth of 14.2 per- 
cent in adult patients from 1989 
to 2000.” 

Since then, an estimated 5 mil- 
lion people in the United States and 
Canada have undergone orthodon- 
tic treatment each year, up from 3.5 
million in 1989. About 20 percent, 
or 1 million, of today’s patients are 
18 years or older. In 2004, patients 
were under the care of nearly 9,200 
North American orthodontists, 
whose ranks have swelled from

6,800 in 1982. “Orthodontic pro- 
grams graduate roughly 200 new 
orthodontists annually who will 
practice in the U.S. and Canada,” 
Paladin said. 

The elder Dr. Alexander, 73, 
has watched this trend during his 
long career. He is a clinical pro- 
fessor and former chairman of 
orthodontics at Baylor College of 
Dentistry and past president of the 
Southwest Society of Orthodontics. 
“We need more assistants for the 
young orthodontists soon out of 
school,” he said. “There is always an 
opportunity for a good orthodon- 
tic assistant.” His office employs 
four full-time assistants. Two part- 
time assistants work at a Coppell,

Texas, location operated by his son. 
“Orthodontic assisting is an on- 
the-job training profession. Every 
orthodontist is different and has 
different techniques. Of course, 
there are basic fundamentals 
that can be learned in assistant 
training school,” he said. 

With orthodontics carving out 
a specialty within dentistry, the 
orthodontic assistant performs 
more specialized tasks requiring 
more one-on-one interaction with 
patients than other types of assis- 
tants. The main function involves 
hands-on adjustment of braces, but 
an assistant will also make impres- 
sions of teeth and take X-rays and 
photographs. Orthodontic assis- 
tants can expect to earn $1 to $2 
more per hour than dental assis- 
tants. Median hourly earnings of 
dental assistants, reported by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, were 
$13.10 in 2002, the latest available 
figures. An experienced orthodon- 
tic assistant can fetch $33,000 to 
$40,000 a year, Alexander said. 

Lack of trained orthodontic 
staff is one of the top three chal- 
lenges facing orthodontists and was 
addressed at the annual American 
Association of Orthodontists 
Leadership Conference last 
January. Traditional learn-as- 
you-go training has been “time- 
consuming, expensive due to 
lost productivity, frustrating and 
often ineffective,” said Dr. Doug 
Depew, founder of the Academy of 
Orthodontic Assisting, a network of 
vocational schools in several met- 
ropolitan areas. Since its inception 
in the late 1990s, the academy has 
had more than 350 graduates. 

An online course allows stu- 
dents anywhere to learn at their 
own pace. Divided into 14 lessons 
and tests, the program covers 58 
topics. A textbook and online- 
support instructor are provided. 
Students can take the course for 
$1,200, which includes 90 days of 
online access. Upon completion, 
they become certified orthodon- 
tic assistants. “Who pays for the 
education depends upon the situ- 
ation,” said Linda Reese, who is 
the academy’s administrator. “If 
the doctor has hired someone with 
no experience, they may send the 
assistant through the program. 
If a student does not yet work in 
the field, they would pay for their 
education themselves. This would 
make them much more market- 
able when they start interviewing.”

How important is it to work in your 
desired field before graduation? 

I’m going to school to be a librar- 
ian, but in the meantime am work- 
ing as a secretary. I’m working on 
my bachelor’s degree and hope to 
work in the field after that while I 
get my library degree, but I’m won- 
dering if I’m wasting valuable time 
(I’ll be 42 at least by the time I get 
my graduate degree). I do some vol- 
unteer library work but it’s not sub- 
stantial. 

Have you tried to find work in 
the library field? If you haven’t, 
then you probably should. It will 
simply help you find a job when it 
comes time. But if you can’t seem 
to find a decent paying position in 
the field, then I would say it’s fine 
to stay where you are, earning a 
decent paycheck, while gaining 
skills, contacts and experience as 
a volunteer. Perhaps you can up your 
experiences or volunteer time. Just 
make sure when you are ready to 
dive in that you remember to put the 
library experience front and center 
on the resume. 

I’m about one month into a new 
job. I really like it. Before I start- 
ed, I was told the office hours were 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., but that peo- 
ple aren’t hung up on punching the 
clock as long as you get your work 
done. I commute into the city by 
train and I’ve been working approx. 
8:40 a.m. to 5:40 p.m. because 
of the train schedule. I don’t mind 
working over if necessary, but I’d 
prefer to come in, get my work 
done, and (gasp!) go home. 

Is there something wrong with me? 
When I’m putting on my coat at 5: 
40 p.m., I have literally seen people 
looking at their watches. Am I being 
a slacker because I don’t want to 
spend my entire waking life here? 
How should I respond when people 
behave this way?

How to get the most 
out of your foreign 
language classes 

Washingtonians enroll in language 
classes for a number of reasons — 
business, travel, academic interest, 
a desire to connect with their 
cultural heritage and, some- 
times, because they’ve fallen 
in love with someone from 
another culture. 

But many adult students 
in this stressed- out city face 
a time crunch. Teachers say 
the difficulty of balanc- 
ing language studies with 
work and a personal life is 
the top reason students stop 
taking classes. ^ 

Requirements for lan- 
guage study vary wide- 
ly. Some programs, like 
the continuing education 
school at Georgetown, 
cater to busy professionals. 
Others are more rigorous: Students 
at the Middle East Institute spend 
roughly four hours a week in class 
and are expected to devote at least 
as much time on their own. 

Look for quick, fun ways to 
make the language part of your 
everyday life. Reviewing 10 or 15 


minutes a day is more effective than 
two hours once a week, said Wallace 
Ragan, who teaches continuing- 
education Latin at Georgetown. 
“Cramming is the worst thing,” he 
said. “But we have to be realistic. I

always encourage people to come to 
class even if they’re not prepared.” 

Spend rush hour listening to 
language CDs or tapes, said Yukiko 
Hino, associate director ofthe Japan- 


American Society of Washington, 
D.C., which offers adult Japanese. 
She also recommends watching 
foreign films and scanning head- 
lines of foreign newspapers online, 
which are easy to understand when 
the writing is simple. 

Jack Child, who teaches 
Spanish at American University, 
suggested joining a conversa- 
tion group or connecting with 
a native speaker of the language 
you’re learning who wants to 
practice English. You can find 
partners and groups through 
the D.C. Language Interchange 
(groups.yahoo.com/group/ 
DCLI) and on Meetup.com. 
Some classes will also find 
language partners for stu- 
dents. 

Then there are good old- 
fashioned flash cards — por- 
table, and cheap if you make 
your own using index cards. 
“You must spend some time 
memorizing so that patterns 
sink in,” said Shukri Abed, chair 
of the languages department at the 
Middle East Institute. Abed also 
takes students to restaurants where 
they can converse with waitstaff and 
practice ordering in the language 
they’re learning — a delicious way

Learning Arabic is 
grueling. So why are 
so many signing up? 

Arabic teacher Mustafa Alhashimi 
paces in front of his five adult stu- 
dents, clucking like a turkey. He’s 
illustrating the sound made by 
the letter qaaf, and his class at the 
International Language Institute in 
Northwest Washington is earnestly 
clucking along with him. 

“This is an important letter,” 
Alhashimi says. Qaaf is used in 
the word Quran, after all, and in 
Qatar, which is where student Lydia 
Kepich, a special education teach- 
er, will be going to work in a few 
months. Unfortunately, neither she 
nor the rest of the class is quite sure 
how to pronounce Qatar. A lot of 
Westerners pronounce it like “gut- 
ter,” which, Alhashimi emphasizes, 
is really not nice. 

It’s the sixth week of this 10- 
week evening class in beginning 
Arabic, and the students are still 
working their way through the 28 - 
letter Arabic alphabet. Some of the 
sounds the letters make don’t have 
equivalents in English, and they can 
be difficult for native English speak- 
ers to enunciate. 

Furthermore, the striking letters, 
with their flourishes, curves, circles 
and dots, change form depending 
on where they are in the word. A 
stand-alone qaaf is what Alhashimi 
called a “cup -like shape,” beginning 
with a small circle on the right side 
with two dots over it. A qaaf that 
begins a word flattens out on the 
left. A qaaf in the middle of a word 
is a small circle with the two dots 
over it and is linked to the letters 
before and after it. A qaaf at the end 
of a word is connected to the letter 
before it on the right, includes a dot- 
ted circle and ends with an upward 
curve, or cup, on the left. 

Alhashimi, 40, insisted that 
all of this is understandable. 
“Everything about the Arabic lan- 
guage is logic,” he assured the class, 
as he drew the letters on the white 
board at the front of the small rect- 
angular room. 

Other than the students’ books 
and notes and Alhashimi’s dry- 


erase lesson, there is nothing 
remotely Arabic in the room, no 
place a pupil’s wandering eye can 
land for help; instead, the walls are 
festooned with reminders about 
English verb constructions for the 
daytime ESL students. 

Kepich, 30, doesn’t have to be 
here: When she moves to Qatar 
for her two-year stint, she’ll be 
teaching in English at an inter- 
national school; she won’t have to

know Arabic. “But I want to learn 
it,” she said. 

Her classmates include a French 
teacher who also conducts tours of 
Israel, an international development 
consultant and a Marine, all part of 
the wave of professionals who see 


opportunities in knowing Arabic 
and have helped make it one of the 
fastest-growing foreign languages 
in the United States. 

Kepich, who has reddish-brown 
hair pulled back in a ponytail and 
blue eyes, is paying her own way in 
this $320 course, and applying her- 
self. She’s often one of the first to 
raise her hand and asks questions 
at the break. “This is the one who 
reviewed last class,” Alhashimi said 
of her, when she’s the only one who 
can answer a question. 

Alhashimi is a enthusiastic yet 
stern taskmaster, praising the stu- 
dents when they nail a pronuncia- 
tion or remember a letter, rebuking 
them when they don’t. 

“It’s not very hard at all,” he said, 
cajoling a discouraged student. 

“You need to add more chips 
to your memory,” he scolded them 
all later. 

And, “My ear is sensitive,” he 
warned. “Listen to Sean. If Sean 
can make it, you can make it.” 

Sean Riordan is the star of the 
class, by virtue of having already 
picked up a lot of Arabic during 
more than two years in Kuwait. A 
34 -year-old Marine Corps major 
dressed in jeans and flip-flops, 
he has enrolled in the class to, 
as he puts it, “get all the things I 
missed” and because he anticipates 
a return to the region in his next 
tour of duty. 

Alhashimi is an Iraqi who grew 
up in Kuwait and emigrated to the 
Continued on page E14 
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United States when he was 25. A 
computer specialist who is work- 
ing on his PhD, Alhashimi has a 
mustache and wears glasses that 
he occasionally removes toward the 
end of the intense 21/2 -hour class, 
rubbing his eyes. 

He started teaching Arabic as 
a volunteer at his Falls Church 
mosque, Dar A1 Hijrah Islamic 
Center, helping the children of 
non-Arab Muslims better under- 
stand and appreciate the words 
from the Quran that they recite 
every day. Now Alhashimi’s stu- 
dents are adults — members of 
the military, diplomats, potential 
translators. He considers teach- 
ing Arabic more than a job; it’s a 
labor of love. 

“I adore my language,” he said. 
“I want everyone to know about my 
language.”The more Americans who 
learn, the better, he added. “They 
will be able to communicate with 
the Arabic world without any medi- 
ator or middleman.” 

The wave of interest in learning 
Arabic is part of a larger phenome- 
non in adult education. Americans 
are signing up for all kinds of for- 
eign language classes, trying to 
master Chinese, become fluent 
in Spanish or figure out Farsi. 
According to a 2002 survey by the 
Modern Language Association, 
foreign language study in colleges 
and universities had jumped by 17 
percent over 1998. 

While the MLA doesn’t have any 
hard data on older language learn- 


ers, Executive Director Rosemary 
Feal said that anecdotal evidence 
indicates that there’s been a simi- 
lar increase in adult study. 

That certainly seems to be the 
case in the Washington area, where 
institutions from community col- 
leges to private language schools 
report enrollment surges. While 
some adults are taking classes 
for personal enrichment, many, 
like Kepich and Riordan, believe 
a second language will open doors 
for them. 

“Career-wise, the Department 
of Defense has made it clear that 
gaining and retaining people with 
languages is a priority,” Riordan 
said. “You have to be able to com- 
municate to be effective.” 

Adults who want to pursue a sec- 
ond language have many options 
from which to choose. There are 
private language schools, such 
as ILI, which offer arrangements 
ranging from group classes to one- 
on-one tutoring sessions. There 
are courses at universities such 
as Georgetown or Johns Hopkins 
University. The Graduate School, 
USDA, which provides continuing 
education programs open to the 
general public in three locations 
in Washington, offered 15 foreign 
languages this spring, including 
Czech and Hindi. 

Even community colleges are 
getting into the act: Howard 
Community College is offering 
its second intensive Arabic insti- 
tute this summer. And for those 
who can’t make it to class, there 


are computer software programs 
sold by companies such as Rosetta 
Stone, which said it has had a 70 
percent compound annual growth 
rate since 1993. 

While Spanish remains the lan- 
guage of choice in the Washington 
area, students can find instruction 
in almost any tongue. “You never 
know” what need is going to crop up 
in the nation’s capital, said Fredrik 
Skoglund, director of ILI. “We have 
a guy here five hours a day studying 
Azeri,” before heading to Azerbaijan 
for the State Department. 

Along with perennially popu- 
lar Spanish and French, Italian, 
Chinese, Portuguese and Arabic 
are all in increasing demand. 
“Spanish is the most requested lan- 
guage in our program,” said Klaus 
Luthardt at the USDA. “Chinese is 
growing quickly, but not as quickly 
as Arabic. Arabic has grown more 
quickly, much more. We have dou- 
bled or more than doubled the offer- 
ings in the last two, three years.” In 
fact, according to the 2002 MLA 
survey, enrollment in Arabic grew 
92 percent nationwide from 1998 
to 2002. 

Adults who might think that it’s 
too late to acquire a second language 
can take heart from recent research. 
According to a study by linguists 
Marsha Kaplan and Frederick 
Jackson of the Foreign Service 
Institute, “skilled adults learn some 
aspects of the foreign language bet- 
ter and much faster than children. 
They can do this because they have 
learned how to learn. “The one area 
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where, experts seem to think, chil- 
dren have the edge is in developing 
a native -sounding accent, accord- 
ing to the FSI report. 

Luthardt of the USDA said he’s 
seen “people who started later in 
life and learn very well.” What it 
really takes, he said, is dedication 
and time. 

“If you’re doing a language and 
you want to get any proficiency at 
all, this is not a fast process,” said 
Luthardt. “You’ll be taking a good 
number of courses. Think of it as a 
marathon run. It’s not a sprint.” 

So how much time are we talk- 
ing about? Well, it depends on the 
language. 

The State Department divides 
languages into three categories 
of difficulty. The first category 
includes languages that are closely 
related to English, such as Spanish 
or French. It is estimated that such 
a language would take a half-year 
of study to attain “general profes- 
sional proficiency.” 

The second category includes 
languages that differ significant- 


ly — linguistically or culturally 
— from English. Think Greek, 
Russian, Vietnamese. They would 
take a full year. 

Finally, there are four languag- 
es considered “exceptionally diffi- 
cult” for native English speakers to 
master. For these four — Arabic, 
Chinese, Japanese and Korean — 
it would take two years of study to 
achieve proficiency, with the sec- 
ond year of study occurring in the 
foreign country. 

There are some things students 
can do to make their studies more 
effective. The Foreign Service 
authors found that class sizes of 
five to six for beginners and three 
to four for advanced levels and 
more difficult languages are best. 
Learning strictly through one- 
on-one tutorial can be a detri- 
ment, because students need the 
interaction with classmates. But 
perhaps the most important ele- 
ment is the teacher. 

“You want someone who is 
patient, somebody who is able to 
explain the structures when you 


ask about them and who keeps 
you engaged,” said Luthardt. 

Students also must be comfort- 
able around their teachers. “If you’re 
going to be afraid of making mis- 
takes, you’re going to be silent for 
a long time,” he said. “A really good 
language teacher makes it so the 
mistakes don’t matter in the sense 
that you don’t feel bad about them, 
you learn from them.” 

Lydia Kepich clearly doesn’t 
mind trying things out in class 
and likes Alhashimi’s approach 
to teaching. She appreciates the 
insights he gives his students into 
the culture behind the language, 
citing his lesson about the Arabic 
word for “friend.” In Arabic, the 
word for “friend” comes from the 
root “truth,” because, he told the 
class, “Who is your friend? The one 
who tells you the truth.” 

Friends had told Kepich that 
she might learn to speak Arabic 
but never to write it. But she said 
Alhashimi insists that’s not true, 
and he’s made her a believer.
